LIBBEY OF RECORDS GF 
CURRIE AND WOOD- 
RUFF. 


From Big Rapids Pioneer.— 

The Pioneer has received from 
Delbert E. Libbey, a Big Rapids man 
‘who is clerk in the document room of 
the house of representatives, a com- 
munication which compares the leg- 
islative records of Congressman Gil- 
‘bert A. Currie and Roy A, Woodruff, 
former members of congress. Mr. 
Libbey is in a position to consult the 
original records, and hig statement 
will be interesting, particularly to 
those who know him.—(The Editor.)

1 have read in The Pioneer Mr. 
Woodruff’s platform and invitation 
to scrutinize his “record of accom- 
plishment as a. member of Congress. 

With the though that your read- 
ers would be interested in a compar- 
ison of Mr. Woodruff’s two years in 
Congress with the past two years of 
your present Congressman, I have 
carefully checked the important fea- 
tures, and submit some facts shown 
by the Congressional Record. 

AGRICULTURE—Mr. Woodruff 
states that he is in favor of elimi- 
nating pork barrel appropriations,— 
this evidently refers to rivers and 
harbors and public buildings,—and 
turn this money into developing our 
agricultural resources. The record 
shows that Mr. Woodruff introduced 
a bill providing a $30,000 Post Office 
for Gaylord—~a village of fifteen 
hundred (H. R. 11315.) Mr. Currie 
introduced no public building bill. In 
1914, the 63rd Congress, of which 
Mr. Woodruff was a member, voted 
a River and.Harber appropriation of 
$43,000,000, and Mr. Woodruff voted 
to even increase this $125,000 for an 
improvement at Vicksburg. Miss., 
Currie voted against all river and 
harbor appropriations until the pres- 
ent year when a lump sum of $12,- 
000,000 was authorized to be expend- 
ed only upon projects approved by 
the Chief of Engineers. It will be 
noted that during Mr. Currie’s ad- 
ministration pork barrel appropria- 
tions have been.eliminated, and this 
money is largely diverted to the Ag- 
ricultural Department.

FEDERAL AID FOR HIGHWAYS. 
Mr. Woodruff erroneously states 
that Michigan receives $5,000,000 an- 
nually under a law which is a part 
of his bill, and that he wants this 
law improved so that those living off 
from trunk lines will receive assist- 
ance. That is the law now. The 
Act of 1919 applies. to “any public 
road a major portion of which is 
now used, or can be used, or forms 
a connecting link of any. road or 
roads now or hereafter used for the 
transportation of the United States 
mails.” No action was ever taken 
on Mr. Woodruff’s bill. The Feder- 
al aid law was enacted in July, 1916, 
and amended by the 65th Congress 
of which Mr. Curries was a member 
so that extensive aid was granted.

A.HOT WEATHER LUNCHEON. 

Even in warm weather a bot soup is 
-enjoyed, especially those made of fresh 
green vegetables, such 
as peas, spinach, vegeta- 
ble oysters or celery. Ou- 
cumber soup may not be 
so well known but it isa 
most appetizing one. 

Cream of Cucumber 
Soup.—Have ready one 
cupful of stewed cucum- 
ber, rubbed through a 
aleve, Take the liquor in which the 
cucumber was cooked, reduce tt to half 
a cupful by boiling, and set aside. Put 
into a saucepan one tablespoonful of 
butter, season with salt, pepper and, 
when the butter ig hissing hot, stir into 
it two tablespoonfuls of flour. Stir 
until the mixture leaves the sides of the 
pan, Add three.cupfuls of cold milk 
and stir constantly until it bolls. 
When the mixture is as thick ac a 
thin cream sauce add the cucumber 
and the half-cupful of liquor. Mix 
thoroughly, boll up once and serve. 

Eggs a !a Bourgeoise.—-Cut slices of 
bread half an ineh thick and trim off 
the crust; lay on a@ buttered platter 
and sprinkle generously witb grated 
cheese. Beat eggs enough to cover the 
bread‘; season with salt and pepper 
and grated nutmeg; pour over the 
bread and bake In a moderate oven un- 
til the eggs are set. i : 

Creamed Fish With Potato.—Pre- 
pare creamed salmon as usual and put 
a layer of the fish in a baking dish, 
cover with a layer of cold, mashed 
potato, then add another layer of fish 
until the dish is full and the potato 
on top. Dot with bits of butter, 
sprinkle with buttered crumbs and 
bake brown in a hot oven, 

Macaroni With Codfish—Take one 
cupful of cold-boiled macaroni, add 
one cupful' of cold-botled codfish 
flaked fine. Put Into a buttered bak- 
Ing dish, sprinkle with salt, pepper, 
grated cheese and sufficlent milk to 


moisten. Bake until brown. 
Potato Border—Make a rim of 
mashed seasoned potato around a 


well-buttered platter, Fill the center 
with creamed fish, cover with buttered 
crumbs and bake in a hot oven until 
the crumbs are brown.

WHAT TO HAVE FOR LUNCHEON. 

For a warm weather luncheon, and 
this means one easy to digest and 
not too heavy, 
try a fish dish 
for the main 
course, a salad 
and a light des- 
sert with an iced 
or 4 hot drink as 
one prefers, 

Curried Salmon, 
—Chop a small onion very fine and fry 
brown In one tablespoonful of butter. 
Mix one teaspoonful of curry powder 
with one tablespoonful of flour and a 
pinch of salt. Stir into the butter. 
Add slowly one cupful of hot water. 
Stirring briskly, When the sauce {s 
thick add one cupful of flaked salmon 
and cook until well heated. 

Currant Ple—-Buake ae pastry shel! 
and ti with the following: Mash one 
cupful of currants with one cupful of 
sugar, or use the same quantity of 
fresh currant jai, prepared by using 
crushed currants and sugar in equal 
measures, or slightly less sugar. Add 
two beaten egg yolks, two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, a quarter of a cupful of 
water; mix well and cook until 
smooth and thick. Cool, fill the shell 
and cover with a meringue made from 
the beaten whites with two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar. Brown tn the 
oven and serve at once. 

Peas and Carrots—Clean and dice 
enough carrots to make two and one 
half cupfuls. Steam until tender; put 
through a sieve; add butter and flour, 
one tablespoonful each; one beaten 
egg, one-half tensponful of salt and a 
few dashes of pepper and a grating of 
nutmeg. Press Into a ring mold. 
cover with greased paper and steam 
twenty minutes. Fill the center with 
cooked seasoned peas and garnish with 
parsley. 

Tomato Hors d’Ocuvres—Arrange 
silces of tomato cut one-half inch 


thick on thin rounds of browned corn- 
meal mush. Cover the tomato with a 
paste made of cottage cheese mixed 
with a few chopped nut meats and 
add a seasoning of chopped chives and 
radishes. Garnish with radish roses 
or with olives. Serve at dinner.

ELIMINATE ALL POOR LAMBS 


Carcagses of tmproperly Finished An- 
imala Do Not Find Ready 
Sale on Market. 

Just why the latter part of August 
and eariy part of September tavart- 
ably demoralizes the lamb market’ uas 
puzzled market studenta for many 
years, A large percentage of lambs 
eoming out of Dinois, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Obio, Indiana, and Iowa are 
small native animals that have to be 
sold for what they will reniize. These 
lambs coming on a usually congested 
market sell for a marked reduction 
and since the consumption of lamb 
is Umited in certain sections of the 
country, carcasses from these Improj- 
erly finished lambs do not find a ready 
sale. This annual occurrence In this 
section not only penalizes the growers 
of good lambs but means a loss to the 
producers of the {oferior kinds. Since 
the product is inferfor it has a tend- 
ency to prejudice consumers against 
lamb, 

Farmers in the corn belt states sur- 
rounding the Chicago market are ad- 
vised by United States department of 
agriculture specialists to make a con- 
certed effort to put thelr lambs in bet- 
ter market condition. It ig thought 
certain that most of those who were 
responsible for this year’s native 
jambs conld have put them in much 
better market condition, with good 
profit to themselves. It is regrettable 
that so large a number of undocked 
and uncastrated, poorly finished, scrub- 
bred Jambs fill the markets from these 
sections, 

The man who keeps a small flock on 
the farm {s advised to remember the 
importance of handling sheep wisely. 
The ewes should be bred early enough 
in the fall so that they will produce 
their lambs in March and April. The 


lambs should be docked and castrated 
when they are ten days old. They 
shouid receive sufficient feed to keep 
them growl!ng in order that when they 
are ready for the market in about 
four months they shoule weigh from

well bred, properly cared for, docked 
and castrated, aud In good flesh will 
fo onto the market a credit to the 
man who has produced them and will 
find a ready sale. 


KEEP FLIES OFF LIVE STOCK 


Mixture of Laundry Soap, Water, 
Crude Petroleum and Naphtha. 
lin ls Recommended. 


The following mixture {3 very effec- 
tive in keeping files off live stock and 
its cost is very small: 

One pound of common laundry soap, 
four gallons of warm water, one gal- 
jon of crude petroleum and four ounces 
of powdered naphthalin. 

Shave the soap Jn very thin slices 
into warm water and stir it until 
thoroughly dissolved. Put the naph- 
{halin in the crude petroleum and stir 
until dissolved. Pour the soap and 
water into the petroleum and thor- 
oughly mix them together. 


RAISING REGISTERED CATTLE 


Many Farmers Hesiltate to Start With 
Pure-Bred Animals Because of 
Lack of Knowledge.

How much more does It cost to 
grow an acre of corn than to grow an 
acre of oats? To get a proper com- 
parison tt !s necessary to take an il- 
lustration from a farm on which beth 
crops are grown successfully, An ex- 
ample has just been brought to the 
writer's attention of the comparative 
cost of growing coro and oats on a 
Minoesota farm. It is furnished by 
Albert Inmer, a well-known farmer in 
Cottonwood county, Minn., in an ar- 
ticle which appeared in the Cotton- 
wood Citizen. 

Mr. Inmer says: “I had a curiosity 
to know how much !t would cost to 
ralse an acre of oats and corn. To 
find out I kept account, during the 
year, of the time required and the 
cash expended to grow the above men- 
tloned crops.” His figures stow that 
ft cost him $31.49 to grow an acre of 
corn and $18.13 1-8 to grow an acre of 
oats, or a aifference of $13.00 an acre 
in favor of oats. 

Provided the respective crap yields 
are not altogether out of proportion te 
the cost of growing the crop, thts 
seems to be a good argument in favor 
of growing oats. But to grow oats 
successfully it is not necessary to use 
$150 or $200 land. In western Canada 
some of the best oat-growing land in 
{the world can be bought for about $20 
an acre, On this land good yields and 
;a@ high quality of grain is obtainable, 

Fifty to sixty bushels to the ucre 
in properly prepared land is a fair 
average yield for oats in western Can- 
ada in a normal seuson but yields of 
up to 100 bushels, and even more, ta

AMES KNOX POLK was the first 
dark horse to win the presidential 
race, and his figure remaing among 
the pale shadows In the procession of 
presidents across tue pages of history. 
When he was yét a boy the family 
of James K. Polk moved from North 
Carolina to Tennessee, where he was 
too frail for frontier farming and was 
put to work behind the counter of 8 
crossroads store.

Quibbling, 
qualifying and taking a haek track, 
he went down at the electlon under 
the indignation of the nabolittonists. 
who polled enough votes for their 
third ticket to ceus* his defeat. 

Polk lost Tennessee at the polls, and 
ia the only man, wifh the sole excep- 
tion of Wilson In 1916, who has been 
elected without his own state. For 
several days the national election was 
In doubt. with the regault hanging on 
a complete connt in New York. At 
last ft was found that Polk bnd car 
ried the state by 5.000—thanks to the 
Liberty party. which had drawn away 
More than that number of votes from 
“the great compromiser.” Henry Clay 
had compromised his last chance for 
the presidency.

ACHARY TAYLOR was the firs: 
army man to be president, the 

second being General Grant. A dozen 

presidents, from Washington to Roose 
velt, had seen war service, but only as 
eltizen soldiers, 

At twenty-three he entered the army 
as a lieutenant, and he remained In it 
40 years, ‘until he was {fnaugurated 
president. Yet he had seen only a lit- 
tle fighting with the Indians before his 
campaign in Mexico, where he com- 
manded perhaps net many more than 
6,000 men and fought half a dozen en- 
gagements, ranging from the opening 
skirmish at Palo Alto to the battle of 
Buena Vista. In this last, his little 
army of raw troops was outnumbered 
four to one. But he spurned Santa 
Anna's demand for his surrender, and, 
“with a little more grape” from Cap 
tain Bragg'’s buttery, he defeated thu 
Mexicans. 

The commanders in the two Mexican 
campaigns, Zachary Taylor and Win. 
field Scott, were as unlike as thetr 
popular nicknames would indicate— 
"Old Rough and Neady” and “Oid Fusy 
and Feathers.” “Old Rough an¢ 
Ready” remained throughout his army 
service a simple American soldier, a 
eapable officer in peace and a resource 
ful one in war. 

Obedient always to the civil author. 
ity, he retained a truly American dis. 
ke of military ceremonial and man- 
ners. 

He was as plain In his private life 
and with a wife as unaffected as him- 
self. This devoted companion made her 
home with him in military stockade 
and tents, sending her children a® 
they came along back to the care of 
relatives, but refusing to be parted 
from her husband, 

Like every man who bas heard the 
seductive suggestion of his name for 
the presidency, Taylor was not long 
in yfelding to it, Revising his own 
poor opinion of his qualifications tn 
the light vf their higher appraisal hy 
others, he enme to regard hiinself as

nounced that he would run as such 
2ven if no party should nominate hin 

The party preference of the ald sal 
ter was in doubt, with no other clue 
to ft except his brother's iuminating 
remark that Zachary Wked Henry Clay 
and American-made — clothes. The 
Whigs nominated hin without knowing 
where he stood on any question and 
they made no platform for him ta 
stand on. It was a merry game with 
the great probleins that confronted the 
nation, 

After they had nominated Taylor 
the Whigs hecame fearful for a time 
that the joke was on them. Whil- 
they waited and no ward came from 
their nominee at Baton Rouge. ther 
took alarm lest be would not accep! 
the honor fram their party. But he 
had not received thelr letter of notifi 
cation. For they had neglected to pre 
pay the postage on It, and “Old Rough 
and Ready” was refusing to recelw 
all unpaid mail.

MANY PEOPLE are of the opinion 
that the present federal prohibition 
law is too drastic. That may be 
true. On the other hand to return 
to the saloon is unthinkable. The 
situation requires clear thinking and 
should there be any changes in the 
laws they should be determined by 
persons who are ‘neither anti-prohib- 
itionists nor prohibitionists. Persons 
who can weigh the benefits to be de- 
rived by liquor and balance them in 
the scales against. the benefits to 
come from prohibition. Alcohol has 
its legitimate uses. It is now unob- 
tainable in Grayling no matter how 
badly it may be needed. It is the 
abuse of alcohol that has made it ob- 
jectionable. Can there be a dividing 
line or can there be a safe modifica- 
tion of the prohibition laws, without 
danger of licentious abuse on part of 
the consumer and the producer and 
those engaged in the liquor traffic? 
It seems that the measure of happi- 
ness in the homes which are no long- 
er in disgrace and humiliation, say 
nothing of privation. and suffering, 
because of the presence of an ine- 
briate husband, son or father, would 
far out measure any benefits to come 
from the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes. Some people will say that 
if the people cannot get liquor they 
will make it. That is true; it is be- 
ing done in almost every communi- 
ty every day, but there isn’t one case 
of drunkenness. in this community 
now where there were ten in former 
times. There isn’t one dollar spent 


~“ now from the family pocket book for 


boose where there a hundred or more 
spent when the country was wet. 
We believe that there are two sides 
to every question and that this mat- 
ter will be settled some time with 
a fair equality of justice and reason. 
IT IS a greater credit to a nation 
or state to elect a man to office be- 
cause of his prohibition _ beliefs 
than it would be to elect a man to 
office because of his wet propensity. 
To ask the people to vote for a can- 
didate that believes in the saloon is 
an insult to the manhoo@ and woman 
hood of the nation’ 


CAN THERE be 6 any “doubt of the su- 
perior qualifications of Gilbert A. 
Currie for the high office of con- 
gressman? In him we feel that the 
tenth district of Michigan has a man 
who does things,’ and during his 
service has been of great aid to the 
people of the district. He has giv- 
en personal attention to the hundreds 
of things that have been requested 
of him and has kept on the jobs un- 
til he finished. them, if it was possi- 
ble for anyone to do so. This is say-

Moved by the reiter 
ated pleas for aid from the Polish 
government, the War Department last 
week took under gerious consideration 
the request of Prince Lubomirski, Pol- 
ish minister, for permission to bay 
war materials from the United States. 

Polish officlals here explained that, 
in addition to theiz. desire for war 
materials, they were most anxious to 


obtain aathorization of the United! 


States to permit recruiting by Poles in 
America for the Poltsh army. 

It was sald thet not only hed many 
offers of enlistment been received by 
the Legation trom Polish citizens res 
ident in the United States. but that 
many offers had come from American 
veterans of the World War. 

The Polish government, it was sald 
at the legation, had not made formal 
request for extension to it of so un- 
usual a privilege. At the same time, 
it wag conceded, the privilege was 
one of which Poland would gladly 
avail itself. 

While a statute forbids enlistment 
of armed expeditions in the United 
States for employment against a 
friendly power, some officials claimed 
the President had authority to suspend 
operation of the law under his war- 
time powers. 


French Recognize Wrangel Rule, 

Paris—The recognition by ‘ France 
of the south Russian government of 
General Wrangel, which appears to 
bave created something of a com- 
motion in London, is commented upon 
by all the French newspapers, the 
majority of which express surprise at 
the statements Premier Lloyd George 
Made in the house of commons ¢con- 
cerning it. 

Reports: that France’s recognition 
of Wrangel’s government had led to 
decided differences between Premiers 
Lioyd George and Milierand generally 
were minimized in official circles here. 


Bolshevikl Threaten Warsaw. 

Paris.—The situation at Warsaw be- 
came most critical last week, The 
Russian plan of campaign which 
proved most effective, consisted of de- 
livering successive blows at different 
points along the front line which tend, 
to disorganize the Polish defense, 
compelling the Polish staff to rush 
reserves to widely separated points. 


PARTY PLEDGE ACT HELD VOID 


Supreme Court Orders Name On Ballot 
Without Loyalty Affidavit. 


Lansing, Mich.—Issuance of an or- 
der by the supreme court requiring 
him to place the name of William a. 
Harrington, of Gaylord, on the August 
primary ballot as a Democratic can- 
didate for circuit judge, led Secretary 
of State Coleman C. Vaughan to an- 
mMounce that the names of other can- 
didates, withheld from the ballot be- 
cause of the absence of a party fealty 
pledge, would also go before the elec- 
tors, 

While the suprenie court, {n issuing 
the mandamus, did not rule the atate 
law requiring the party fealty pledge 
unconstitutional, the effect of the lat- 
ter order is to nullify the requirement 
of & party icyalty pledge. Mr. Har- 
rington'’s name was kept from the 
ballot when he refused to take the 
oath of party allegiance, claiming the 
judicial office he sought should be 
divorced from party politics.

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PONZI ARRESTED FOR FRAUD 


“Finance Wizard” Owes $7,000,000 
Federal Examiner Says. 


Boston.—Some 40,000 investors in- 
trusted a total variously estimated at 
from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 to 
Charlies Ponzi in 6 money-making 
scheme which postal officials declare 
to be absolutely impossible of fulfill- 
ment. 

Ponzi surrendered to the federal au- 
thorities last week explaining he was 
unable to meet his obligations be- 
cause of the closing of the Hanover 
Trust company, where the bulk of his 
funds were deposited. 

He was arrested charged with hay- 
ing used the mails to defraud, ar- 
raigned and held in bonds of $25,000 
for a hearing.

“FIGHT THE ‘FOUR-FOLD BILL” 


Rotary Club of North Carolina Among | 

Others Expresaing Disapproval 
of the Meaaurs. 

Members of the Rotary club of Wil- 
mington, North Carolina, who recently 
wired senators and congressmen urg- 
ing rejection of the American Legion's 
four-fold optional cyumpensation bill 
saying ‘they did not believe ex-service 
men wanted a “free will offering from 
the government,” are denounced In a 
resolution adopted at 4 wass meeting 
of approximately 500 ex-service men 
of their own community. 

The resolution recites that the Wil- 
mington post of the American Legion 
had already gone on record {tn favor 
of the bill and that therefore the 
Rotary club members could not have 
felt they were expressing the real 
sentiment of ex-service men, 

“We believe,” the resolution reads 
in part, “that sald Rotary club mem- 
bera have used this phrase ag a cloak 
to cover their true selfigh destrea, he-

ly by the passage of such a bill. 
Commenting on the resolution and 
the situation which gave rise to tt, 
Lemuel Bolles, national adjutant of 
the Legion, declared the case was 
characteristic of the stand taken by 
opponents of the measure generally 
in various parts of the country. 
“These enemies of the bill,” he said 
“have deliberately and repeatedly 
garbled the truth even to the extent 
of disseminating as facts statements 
which they knew to be false. Every 
intelligent American knows that the 


‘sentiment of ex-service men as a 


whole is overwhelmingly tn favor of 
adjusted compensation, They have 


' weighed the argument on both sides 


and fully beifeve the measure to be 
not only just and fair but consistent 
with the welfare of the country as 
well, This has been repeatedly 
proven and reported to congress fol- 
lowing exhaustive canvasses In every 
state under the direct supervision of 
members of the Legion's national ex- 
ecutive committee.”

Each department also {g entitled to a 
number of alternates equal to the 
number of Its delegates, but alternates 
will have power to vote only in the 
absence of the regular delegates, 

The convention is called, the call 
recites, for the purpose of electing of- 
ficers for the ensuing year, amending 
the national constitution and for the 
transaction of such other business as 
may be brought before {t in conform- 
ity with the national constitution. 

The term of office of the present 
national executive committee will ex- 
Pire with the adjournment of the con- 
vention and the new committee will 
convene within twenty-four hours 
after this adjournment. Members of 
both. etd and new committees are ex- 
pected to attend this meeting, and one 
to be held by the old committee, prob- 
ably September 25, 

Each delegation may be accompa- 
nied to the convention by such mem- 
bers of the Legion and their families 
as it sees fit to invite. As far as. space 
will permit, tickets to the convention 
will be issued to each department 
delegation for the convenience of 
these guests.

HISTORY TOLD IN MOSAICS 


Beautiful Examples of Earty Art to 
Be Found in the Ruined Temples 
of Egypt. 


One of the earllest attempts at ar- 

tistic expression was thraugh the me. 
dium of the mosaic, Rulns of that H- 
ecentious clty of the East, Nineveh, 
contain examples of the art. Mosa- 
ius are found frequently in the fu- 
jined temples of Egypt. 
It was in Greece that the art was 
‘first used to any gréat extent. All 
through the rocky little peninsula 
tmay be found the beauty of the Hel- 
lente temperament expressed’ in mo- 
saic. The erectheum, in Athens, con- 
structed about the fifth century B. 
C., contains many exquisite speci- 
meus worked in both glass and mar- 
ble. : 

Mosaic did not reach Its highest de- 
velopment, however, until the power 
of Rome had bloomed to the full. The 
Romans not only utilized this form 
of art themselyes to a great extent, 
but spread it al] through their con- 
quered territories. One of the ways 
of tracking the footsteps’ of the Ro- 
man conqueror is by means of the mo- 
saics he built. The art was contin- 
;ved down through the mediveal and 
| renaissance periods, flourishing espe- 
felally tn Italy. —Exchange. 


Slaves in 1756. 

Slavery existed in nearly all of the 
English colonfes from an early period 
until shortly before or soon after the 
Revolutionary war, and the African 
trade was openly tolernted by the 
British government. In 1756 there 
were 202,000 slaves In the colonies, 
gcnttered from New England to Geor- 
gia, Slavery wak not prohibited In 
Massachusetts until 1780, nor In Ver 
niont until 1777. The United States 
census of 1810 showed 810 slaves in 
Connecticut, 10,851 in New Jersey, 
15,017 in New York, 795 -in Pennsyl- 
vania and 108 In Rhode Istand. 
Slavery was gradually abolished in the 
northern states, but in 1820 there were 
still B87 slnves in Connecticut, 7,557 
in New Jersey, 10,808 tn New York. 
211 in Pennsylvania and 48 In Rhode 
{siand. The census of 1850 showed 
the disappearance of slavery In al) 
the uorthern states except in New Jer 
sey, which ast!l] had 286,--Indianapolia 
News. ce
